Two Survive 


Stormy Plunge 
Into Hillside 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) - 


Rescuers collected 126 burned, 
broken bodies today on the 
slopes of a hillock where a 
chartered Swiss airliner 
crashed during, a thunderstorm. 
The airline said two of four sur- 
vivors died in a hospital, bring- 
ing the total dead to 128. 


In one of the worst crashes in 


aviation history, the four-engine 
turboprop Bristol Britannia air- 
liner crashed near Nicosia dur- 
ing the night as it attempted to 
land. There were reports the 
plane had been hit by lightning. 


Most of the dead were Ger- 


man and Swiss tourists return- 
ing from a trip to the Far East. 
The plane's crew included four 
Britons, all killed. 


"This is the most terrible 


sight I've ever seen," said one 
of the first persons on the scene. 
"There are bodies all over the 
place, some of them in pieces." 


Remains Intact 


The survivors were in the 


plane's tail section, the only 
part which remained somewhat 
intact. 


"We kept looking but all we 


could find apart from those 
lucky few in the tail were dead 
people," the rescuer said. 


Greek and Cypriot policemen 


and soldiers, British airmen and

worked in a downpour under 
spotlights beamed down by hov- 
ering U.N. helicopters. 


The plane was flying from 


Bombay, India, to Cairo, Egypt, 
but was diverted to Nicosia be- 
cause of bad weather. 


The owner, Globeair of Swit- 


zerland, said it heard from the 
air control tower in Nicosia that 
the plane was struck by light- 
ning and burst into flames. 


Evidence at the scene indi- 


cated the plane hit a bump in 
the ground, then bounced a few 
hundred yards into the slope of 
a hillock less than 100 feet high. 


'Flying Low' 


"I was watching the plane 


flying low with lights in «11 its 
windows," an airport employe 
said "Then suddenly there was 
a flash and I could not see the 
plane any more. I thought it 
was another flash of lightning 
but it could have been the plane 
hitting the ground." 


A helicopter took off and di- 


rected fire engines and ambu- 
lances to the scene. Rescuers 
tiad to toil through muddy fields 
in tiie darkness to reach the 
site where pieces of the wings 
and engines lay scattered in a 
square-mile area around the 
main sections of the broken fu- 
selage.

SOME EXAGGERATION 


No doubt some of these 


worries are exaggerated. They 
seem to flow in large part 
from the spectacular success 
the other side has enjoyed in 
such operations as the seizure 
for several hours of the pro- 
vincial capital of Quang Tri. 


That kind of success depends 


upon an increase of enemy 
forces in the area just south of 
the Demilitarized Zone which 
divides North Vietnam from 
South Vietnam, And that is a 
condition which can be reme- 
died.

sion has been so insistent that 
its way of doing things is the 
best ever conceived by the 
mind of man, it has so 
unblushingly insisted upon its 
own virtue and superiority of 
performance, that a more 
objective examination of its 
methods and operations is 
probably invited. What follows 
is based on attendance at 
meetings of the commission 
stretching over a period of 
more than a quarter of a 
century. This is considerably 
more years than any present 
member of the conservation 
administration can claim. 


HOW IT GOES* 


The conservation program of 


Wisconsin as administered by 
th« Conservation Department 
under the general supervision 
of the Conservation Commis- 
sion is a good one by all 
accounts Probably it is one of 
the better programs of the 
country. Surely it has had the 
steady and generous support 
of the people of Wisconsin 
since its creation as a tiny 
agency of the state govern- 
ment 40 years ago when the 
idea of a comprehensive re- 
source management program 
was emerging 


Yet the conception of the six 


men of the commission as 


supermen, as all-wise and all- 
knowing leaders who are a 
breed apart, is strictly a 
fictional product of propagan- 
da. A conservation commis- 
sioner to a politician who knew 
a governor, even as the typical 
judge is a lawyer who knew a 
governor, in the words of the 
law professor. There are close 
observers of the Wisconsin 
conservation administration 
who are convinced, indeed, 
that many of the past com- 
missions and notably individu- 
al commissioners of earlier 
tunes, were more creative 
attentive and productive than 
those who happen to serve 
now. 


A good illustration 1* the 


typical performance at a 
monthly commission meeting. 
Once the sessions were held 
mornings and afternoons when 
the department and its ser- 
vices were considerably small- 
er in size. Today it is rare for 
the commission as a body to 
spend more than two hours at 
a monthly meeting, with an 
hour preceding devoted to 
sectional committee sessions. 
Virtually all of its agenda 
items are prepared in advance 
by the administrative offices. 
Except in rare instances, they 
are routinely, even casually 
ratified. 


MINOR QUESTIONS RAISED 


When there are questions 


raised they tend to relate 
mostly to minor fiscal mat- 
ters, the specifications and 
cost of a projected park im- 
provement project, the ap- 
praisal on a tract of land 
and on one recent occasion, 
the rental charge on a chain- 
saw. The idea that the com- 
missioners spend their time 
and intelligence on the broad 
and basic issues of natural 
resources protection or man- 
agement policy is strictly illu- 
sory, now and for some years 
past 


Much is now being made of 


the Conservation Commission 
in the role of "adversary" in 
the water pollution rules being 
worked out by the natural 
resources agency, and the 
claim that it would be lost 
with a consolidation of the two 
departments. It is a plausible 
argument on its face. Yet 
those who attend commission 
sessions regularly have some 
reservations At the last meet- 
ing a department officer was 
required to race through a 
reading of its proposed water 
quality criteria for submission 
to the sister department. He 
read it so fast that the 
document was scarcely intelli- 
gible.

Adenauer Attorn merits 
Not Fully Determined

WASHINGTON (AP) - Kon- 


fad Adenauer was a combjnav 
tton cement-mixer, architect, 
and teacher for the new West 
Germany. Even at the age of 17 
be didn't want to retire. But he 
Iwas forced to. 


He was too iron-willed, some 


would say too bull-headed, to be 
universally loved. It wasn't that 
his country didn't appreciate 
what he had done. It just 
thought it was time he left. 


The same thing had happened 


to one of his great contempora- 
ries, Sir Winston Churchill, 
some years before in Britain. 
But at that time Churchill was 
physically deteriorating. Ade- 
iauer didn't seem to be. He had 
just outlived his time. 


New Life 


The West Germany he took 
•ver hi 1949 as chancellor, at 
•ge 73, was still pretty much a 
rubble from the war. He held 
«ie job 14 years and in that time 
guided his country into a mira- 
cle of prosperity and a new way 
of life. 
He had to lay the foundations 


for the new West Germany and 
build it by design into a new 
European power. He allied it 
with the West, making it one of 
the pillars of the allies. 


But perhaps his greatest con- 


tribution was in steering the 
West German people in a demo- 
cratic direction after their long

For several years before he

Finally, his 
party dictated his departure. 


He lived four years after that 


and was 91 when he died 
Wednesday.

Two Realities 


Zen Buddhism, which had its 


beginning around 200 A.D. in 
India, 
builds 
its 
philosophy 


around,the two types of knowl- 
edge of reality. According to an 
early philosopher, Nagarjuna, 
the two forms of reality are 
conditional and transcendental. 
Conditional reality is that deal- 
ing with easily recognizable, 
every - day objects, for which 
one's mind has established cate- 
gories. Transcendental knowl- 
edge of reality is the knowledge 
of the thing itself; something 
for which categories have not 
been predetermined. 


"According to the Zen Budd-

Congregation members 
fur- 


nished much of the labor and 
members who did not give their 
personal services, contributed $1 
per day.

Interior Redecorated 


In 1914 electric lights were 


installed and the interior of the 
church was redecorated. An 
electric motor and blower soon 
took the place of the hand 


operated bellows for the pipe 
organ. In 1931 the interior of the 
church was remodeled and re- 
decorated, an oil burning fur- 
nace Installed, and the base- 
ment converted into a large 
assembly room for the various 
church organizations.

that local men, such as Walker, 
prepare the zoning plan, but he 
said he was not prepared to 
undertake such a project and no 
other non-professional planner 
would be either. 


The plan will take six to nine 


months to complete, Morris 
said. During the time the zoning 
program is underway, meetings 
will be held with the county 
planning committees, and then 
public meetings will be set on 
the town level so that adjust- 
ments can be made prior to 
public hearings. 


Two of the towns, Dayton and 


Farmington, already have com- 
pleted comprehensive planning 
and zoning. Morris said these 
plans will be used in conjunction 
with the master county zoning 
plan.
